Sullivan furnished the following directions to his residence, and that is 
to proceed out of Boston to Franconia, New Hampshire, and on entering 
Franconia take a left on Route 117 over the bridge, proceed three miles up 
the mountain to Sunset Road. He stated that oc the corner of 117 and Sunset 
Road is a very large white house called "The Homestead, " and that at this ^ 
point ’turn left on Sunset and proceed about 1/4 of a mile to his residence, which 
is a large red-colored frame house on the left-hand side. He advised that his 
name is on the mailbox.
